(When. added 
to the 150 the NVA had left at the end of the 1972 offensive, 
this chives a total inventory of about 600 NVA tanks in a 
at present. ) Most of the 450 tanks newly arrived this year 
moved in early last spring. 

Moved 350-400 pieces of artillery (including a. sizable 
number of 130 ram and 122 mm gins) into South Vietnam.

Moved a minimum of 13 AAA regiments into South Vietnam 
from the north. Also moved in one SAM regiment (SA-2) 
into Khe Sanh area. NVA now has a divisional AAu. headquarters 
in the Khe Sanh area and another AAA division hqs in 
northwest MR 3.
